Congress did not adjourn today as a 
mark of respect for the late President 
McKlnley, because congress will not 
have official notice of President 
Me- 


Kinley's death until It Is communicat- 
ed by 
President 
Roosevelt. 
Tho 


president will not send his message 
to congress until tomorrow. 
He sup- 


posed that congress would adjourn Im- 
mediately after the organization to 
show respect for the dead president, 
but some of the senators have been 
looking up precedents, and they find 
that hero Is no precedent for nn ad- 
journment as a mark of respect fnr 
President McKlnley. 


There was no adjournment 
when 


congress met after the death of Pros 
Ident Lincoln and President Garfleld. 
Both died during the recess of con 
gress, or after the expiration of one 
congress and before the organization 
of another. 
In both Instances Con- 


gress, when It met. appointed commit' 
.tees to prepare suitable memorials. 
This will be the program In the Fifty- 
seventh congress.

mately ,to the end of the battle, the 
Brooklyn steaming straight ahead, as 
nearly as I could judge, and engaging 
Riiy and all the Spanish ships, the Ore- 
gon endeavoring to cnme to close ac- 
tion with the sterninost one, and, when 
she was driven out of action and point- 
ed on the beach, then pushed on for the 
next ahead and so on till the cut In- 
flect was driven ashore, burning or 
sinking." 


When questioned as to details. Cap- 


tain Clark said that when the smoke 
lifted and disclosed to his view the 
Hrooklyn on her westward 'course 
she was engaged with all four of the 
Spaniards. 
Said ho: "It made a deep 


Impression upon me to find her there. 
and I felt that we should mutually sus- 
tain each other. I felt that a battleship 
was needed and that we should be 
there together." 


Speaking of the movements of the 


Iowa, Captain Chirk said: "At first she 
seemed to be steaming faster than we. 
and I thought she was gulidim ground 
and would get ahead of us. 
Later 1 


saw her again so near I was fearful 
the two ships would collide. Conse- 
quently I gave thft order, 'Hard to star- 
board,' and cleared her. I never saw 
the Iowa again during the action." 
With regard to tiring the thirteen Inch 
shells, those "railroad trains" which did 
so much to scare. If not to Injure, the 
Coloit especially. Captain Clark ways 


could do the most pood. No censure can 
lie given for this unfortunate situation. 
but the truth Is clear that the Brooklyn 
and the Oregon compelled the Spanish 
ships, one after another, to run upon 
the bench tipd strike their lings. 


Cervera's vessefs were cruisers, all 


faster than the American battleships. 
The Brooklyn alone was able at first to 
keep within range of the Spaniards, and 
but for her bulldog tenacity, her grow- 
ing speed and her biting lire the Hying 
Oqucudo, Ylzcnyn mid Colon would 
have got out Into open sea and scatter- 
ed BO that It would have been Impossi- 
ble for the Blow battleship's to head 
_theni .off. At the most, with good for- 
tune on their side, the Hrooklyn and 
Oregon could have run down but one 
Spaniard each In open sea. The rest 
would have got away. It was due to 
the Brooklyn that the Initial movement 
of Ccrvcra seaward was headed olf. 
The foremost Spaniards laid their 
course across that of the American 
cruiser, and even If they did not Intend 
to ram her they did Intend to batter her 
with the best they had In their gu'us 
and to get past her Into the open sea. 
Captain Cook's Incessant and accurate 
tire of five Inch shells warned the Span- 
lards that even If they got to sea It 
•would be with their hulls full of holes, 
and that would mean the death of ev- 
ery man and oltlcer on board. 


The Spaniards ran their ships on tin1 


beach solely to wive their lives. It was 
arranged before Cervera started out of 
Santiago harbor that morning that his 
licet would cut through the American 
line and get to sea If possible. Falling 
In that, they would light Just so long 
as they had n lighting chance and then 
make for shore. The Brooklyn and Or- 
egon headed oft" the seaward movement 
and hcnt the Spaniards ashore, reduced 
to helpless wrecks. 


And the testimony by which history 


Is thus set right Is not solely that of 
the olllccrH of the Brooklyn and Ore- 
gon. What they had to say about the 
lighting of this or that ship. Including 
their own, had to be dragged out of 
them by searching questions In which 
not only the counsel for both sides, but 
tbo court Itself, took part. The result 
was a complete and unbiased history 
of the remarkable naval battle of July 
3, JStS, spread upon the minutes of the 
court. 


One of the Impartial witnesses wns 


the ollleer of the little scoutshlp Vix- 
en, which was right on the spot, but 
too small to amount to anything 
ngalnst Spanish cruisers. The olllcers 
could not do better than to keep true!; 
of the light. All through the Vixen 
kept up with the Oregon and the 
Brooklyn, and her executive otl'.eer de- 
clared that when the first Spaniard, 
the Maria Tere»u. was sent ashorii the 
Brooklyn • and the Oregon were the 
only ships In sight. This wns only the 
beginning of the end. The log of the 
Indiana shows that In the chase after 
the remaining Spaniards that ship was 
left behind, and the navigator of the 
Iowa. "Fighting Hob's" ship, testified 
that she made only nine or ten knots 
that day. whereas eighteen knots were 
necessary to bring her Into the light 
and keep her there. 


With respect to the work of the 


Hrooklyn and 'the Oregon, the testimo- 
ny of the olllcers of .the respective 
ships Is Impartial as bearing upon each 
other. Captain Clark of the Oregon 
told the story of the crisis of the tight 
when Cervera got seu room and started 
to run away. Says he: "The Spaniards 
turned 
to the westward, 
breaking 


through our line or crossing It, and our 
ships swung off to the westward In 
pursuit. Both sides opened flre prompt- 
ly and fired rapidly. Dense smoke ob- 
scured the vessels, making ft difficult 
to distinguish them. The Oregon ran 
between the Iowa and the Texas and 
the" next ships to the westward In our 
line. Soon afterward we discovered 
four Spanish ships ahead apparently 
uninjured at the time. They had gain- 
ed so much ground that I believed they 
had been successful In attempting to 
escape, but It was soon evident that we 
.were gaining, at least on one of them. 
•which afterward proved to be the Mu- 
rla Teresa, the flagship, and I thought 
we should bring her to close action, but 
might be exposed to the concentrated 
lire of nil the ships. 


"Just then the smoke lifted or broke 


away to the left, and I discovered the 
Urooklyn. She was well forward on 
our port beam and broadside to the 
enemy's fleet. Her course was per- 
haps a little divergent to ours 'because 
the Oregon was attempting to draw 
upon the Teresa. 
Hut the Brooklyn 


and Oregon maintained this relative 
position, bow and quarter, approxi- 


that he did this on his own responsibili 
ty, without regard to the signal from 
the Hrooklyn. "Well done, Oregon I" Is 
a verdict every one acquainted with 
Captain Clark's story of her part In the 
fight will respond to heartily. 


Captain Cook's story of the lighting 


of the Hrooklyn Is equally plain and 
convincing as that of Captain Clark. 
".When 1 llrst saw the fleet [Ccrve 
ra'sj," wild he, "they were heading 
so n (Invest and seemed to be coming 
straight for the Interval between the 
Brooklyn and Texas. I went Into the 
conning tower and directed the helms- 
man. I told him what I wanted to do 
was t.o keep straight for the fleet [the 
Spaniards I. They wavered a little. 
Sometimes they turned one way and 
then another. We shifted helm once or 
twice, but very little Indeed, and final- 
ly whim we were getting up fairly 
close, say between l.r.OO and S.OOO 
yards. It seemed to me clear that they 
wanted to pass between the, Texas and 
the Hrooklyn. Tho Texas was well on 
our starboard helm, and she was head 
cd to the northward and westward. 
Wo were well to the westward and 
headed to the 'northeast. The Span Is! 
fleet wns coming straight for us. Wi 
made a complete turn, a very quick 
turn, until we. came around and paral-
